THEN SENATE. ADJOURNED 


Only Test Vote Showed Twenty-Five 
to Twelwe in Favor of Immedi- 
ate Consideration — Effort 
to Adjourn Until 
Monday Failed.

Probably the most suceessful effort at 
filibustering ever indulged in by a sen- 
ator of the state of Georgia was that of 
Senator Felder yesterday morning when 
he held the floor of the Senate for near- 
ly four hours, preventing the considera- 
tion of the prohfbition bill, which was 
reported by the committee with the rec- 
Ommendation that it do pass. 

Senator Hardmen immediately after 
the preliminary busineces of tne senate 
was dispensed with, tasked for the unan- 
imous consent of the senate that bill 
No. | be read for the third time and 
placed before whe senate for considera- 
tion. To this request Mr. Felder ovd- 
jected, and then Senator Hardman 
moved that it be taken up for tonsiaer- 
thon, which motion prevailed by the vote 
of 25 to .!2. 

Senator Felder appealed from the de- 
cision of the chair, and after frequent 
interruptions from various senators, he 
continued &o speak for nearly four hours, 
when finally President Akin ruled him 
out of order, and at 1:50 o'clock, put 
his motion that the senate adjourn until 
11 o'clock on Monday morning, which 
motion was defeated, and then President 
Akin declared the ‘senate adjourned un- 
til 10 o'clock this morning, at which 
time another effort will be made to have 
the prohibition bill &onsidered by the 
senate. 

Four Hours’ Filibuster. 

The story of "the senate meet*ng fol- 
lowe: 

Senator Frider argued that the bill 
shouli not be considered hastily, and 
thet the could see no reason why the 
bill should be taken wp at this time. 

He admitted that the committee had 
given a fair hearing to all *who desired 
to address them, but thought that the 
ill should not be considered by the -sen- 
ate until a later time.

NEW LIMITS 
AGREED UPON 
DY COMMITTEE 


Decatur, East Point and Kirk- 
wood Not in Proposed 
Greater Atlanta 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
WILL NOT BE UNANIMOUS 


Brookwood May Come In as Far as 
Bridge—Vote on Other Sections 
Finds the Committee Split. 
Two Reports for Coun- 
cil Next Monday. 


The council committee to which was 
referred the enlarging of the city limits 
met yesterday morning and after three 
hours’ Gebate and a study of the map, 
decided upon certain limits which are 
smaller than those agreed upon by the 
committee of forty-two. 

The committee’s report, however, will 
not be unanimous, as Alderman Beu- 
tell gave notice that he would make 
a minority reyort, and in this he may 
be joined by Councilmen Grana and 
Chosewood. 

Alderman Quillian and Councilmen 
Pomeroy, Martin, Harman and Terrell 
will make the majority report; Messrs. 
Quillian and Pomeroy being appointed 
a committee of two to draft the re- 
port. 

Under the agreement of a majority 
of the committee, East Point, Decatur 
ana Kirkwood will not become a part 
of Greater Atlanta. Brookwood will 
be taken in as far out as the bridge 
that crosses the Belt Line _ railroad. 
Cook's district, or Bellwood, Copen- 
hill, Mdgewood, South Atlanta, Pitts- 
burg, Oakland City and Battle Hill are 
all included in the new limits, with the 
intervening territory. 


Go Slow on Franchises. 


When the committee met, Judge 
George Hillyer called the committee's 
attention to the fact that it might be 
well to closely guard the city’s rights 
as to franchises when the new terri- 
tory was taken in. 

. BE. Lee Douglas and A. H. Davis, “who 
live in Brookwood, made a protest 
against that part of the new territory 
being embraceac in Greater Atlanta. The 
‘ultimate decision of a majority of the 
committee took in Mr. Davis’ home on 
the Peachtree road, but did not take 
in Mr. Douglas’. 

On motion of Councilman Pomeroy, 
the committee took up the extension 
in sections, beginning at a point where 
the Peachtree road intersects the Beit 
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Line railroad. 
go beyond the bridge. The committee 
then swung around the circle to the 
| west, discussing section by section of 
(the new territory. Three maps were 
used, that originally agreed upon by 
.the committee of forty-two, one made 
by Alderman Beutell, and one made 
by Councilman Harman. As each sec- 
tion was voted upon, Councilman 
Pomeroy made a mark on the map to 
designate the city’s proposed new 
limits. 

Cook district receiveq a unanimous 
vote when the steel works and the 
stock yards were left out. Only Al- 
derman Beutell voted against the an- 
nexation of the territory containing 
the Exposition cotton mills. 

Councilman Grant did not vote, as 
members of Wis family are stockhold- 
ers in the mills, 

On the annexation of Battle Hill and 
Oakland City, Alderman Beutell and 
Councilmen Chosewood ana Grant 
voted in the negative. 

This Vote Was Unanimous, 

The vote to exclude Decatur, Bast 
Point and Kirkwood was unanimous. 

Alderman Beutell and Councilmen 
Chosewood and Grant voted against 
the annexation of Edgewood. 

The report of the committee will go 
before council next Monday afternoon, 
when a number of citizens will prob- 
ably be asked to aiscuss the matter. 

Councilman Pomeroy says that he 
hopes to have the whole matter finally 
disposed of next week, so ‘that the leg- 
islative amendment can be secured at 
once.

It was much broader and more em- 
bracing in its scope than that of Mr. 
Hall, which prohibited these courtesies 
only to legislators, state and county 
officials. 

The report was adopted by the nar- 
row margin of 9 to 8, and immediately 
after the announcement of the vote, 
Mr. Adams of Chatham asked if it was 
necessary to serve notice that a minor- 
ity report would be filed with the 
house supporting the bill as drawn by 
Mr. Hall. 

As the vote was announced, Mr. 
got to his feet and, with his 
trembling with emotion, said: 

“Gentlemen, I feel humiliated by this 
action. I feel like going home and 
never showing my face in the hall of 
representatives again. I have been 
given a slap by this committee in sub- 
stituting for my bill which I have 
fought for during the past nine vears.’

‘stitute was drafted with a much broad- 
er scope so.as to prohibit the issuance 
of free transportation to all persons 
except cmployees. 


Hall Bill, by Substitute. 

Recognizing the right of Mr. Hall to 
the authorship of the reform, if not 
the bill-as adopted as a substitute, 
the motion prevailed to name it the 
“Hall anti-pass bill by substitute.” 

This did not suit the supporters of 
Mr. Hall, or the original author him- 
self. He addressed his remarks to the 
committee, and said: 

“The word has gone out to the state 
from the new reform movement that 
I am.not to have the credit for the 
anti-pass bill, “-which I have advocated 
for nine years. This reform fever 
against this crying evil was not stirred 
up by the last campaign, but came as 
a result of constant denunciation for 
the past nine years. 

“Why, gentlemey,. this bill was de- 
feated in the house two years ago by 
some of the same men I saw in the 
Macon convention last September. Do 
you think a man should give up the 
work of a lifetime to some new and 
untried converts?” 

The committee was glad to adjourn 
immediately after taking action on the 
substitute. 

Before the anti-pass matter came up 
it was agreed that on next Wednesday 
the senate and house committees on 
general judiciary and railroads should

The report says the committee Is not 
Sure it has unearthed a trust within the 
meaning of the law, but that the  fer- 
tilizer companies of Alabama work un- | 
der an agreement. The committee says | 
it found ‘a peculiar organization, 
as the Sons of Plato,’’ whose member- 
shipis composed of fretilizer men, and 
lthat the companies pay the dues 
their officers in this organ:zation “to 
get the mysterious benefits therefrom.’ 

The bills submitted by the committee 
prohibit the formation of trusis py fer- 
tilizer manufacturers or dealers, re- 
quires that the contents of a sack of 
fertilizer shall come up to ine analysis 
printed on its outside, under a penalty 
of forfeiture .of the property, and for- 
bids the sale of the so-called ‘“‘filier”’ in 
fertilizers

Practically Create a Revolution 
in Laws of State, 


RESUME OF NEW TEXASLAWS

The Number of New Laws Passed by 
the Last Legislature Is Greater 
Than Ever Passed by Any 
Previous Legislature. 


Dallas, Tex., July !2.—With midnight 
last night a large number of state laws 
passed by the last legislatuee went into 
effect. The operation of these new law, 
practically creates a revolution in the 
jlaws of the state, and the number of 
| new ones ig far greater than that passed 
by any legislature in the Sstate’s his- 
pate: Laws are now in effect, soma 
'very curious ones proViding the follow - 
ing: 
| Peemitting medical colleges to deal in 
| human bodies; prohibiting insolvent eo-- 
/porations from doing business; prohibit- 
-ing cock fighting; making it a misde. 
}meanor to drink Hquor on trains; pro- 
| hibiting issuing of free passes or franks 
‘of any sort; against lobbying: compell- 
ing a man to suppot his family; creat- 
_ ing an eight-hour day for telegraphers 
‘and full train crews; abolishing néeg ro 
‘school trustees; providing for licens:.¢ 
of barbers and requiring insu-ance com- 
panies to invest 75 per cent of their 
earnings in this state. This last has 
practically driven the companies from 
| Texas. : 

All who sell pistols are taxed 50. per 
'cent of the gross earnings on all thex 
business. Brokerage houses, exchanges 
‘and bucket shops are closed, as the lav

| equipment. The list shows but a few of 
several hundred laws } ase d. Under cine 
new laws a conditien is created withou,. 
parallel. Provisions for liquor licens<z 
| spalication makes ten days’ notice re

‘thereby annulling all liquor licenses ard 
‘making saloons sell at their own “risk 
for the nxt ten days.

Personal Encounter Threatened 


Between Luther Rosser and

TWO BOARDS DISCUSS

President Rosser Thought Board of 
Health Was Trying to “Boss” 
the Board of Education—Dr.

A threatened clash between the board 
of health and the board of education, over 
which had the most authority concern- 
ing unSanitary school houses came near 
resulting in a serious row at a meeting 
of the board of health yesterday after- 
inoon, while members of the poard of 
education were present. 

A personal difficulty at one time seem- 
ed imminent between L. Z. Rosser, presi- 
dent of the board of education, and Dr. 
Bernard Wolff, member of the board of 
health and chairman of the committee 
on contagious diseases. 

In fact, jt seemed to those wno heard 
the altercation between Mr. Rosser and 
Dr. Wolff that the only things which 
prevented a personal difficulty were the 
loud raps of President Benson‘s gavel, 
and the stout, antique oak table that 
spread its ample width between the two 
gentlemen. 

At one time Mr. Rosser and Dr. Wolff 
were both on their feet at {he same mo- 
ment, and Dr. Wolff was saying that 
he would not let Mr. Rosser make a 
persona] attack on him, while Mr. Ros- 
ser was replying that he would say any- 
thing he wanted to. 

It about reached a point where It was, 
‘| dare you to knock the chip off my 
shoulder.’ It appeared that poth gen- 
tlemen were ready for a “mix up,” and 
would probably have “mixed” it had 
not been for the president’s rat-a-tat- 
tat with his gavel and the aforesafd ber- 
rier in the shape of a wide oak table 
done in antique. 

Investigated Sanitary Condition. 

It seems that some time ago the dDoard 
of health dechded that it was within the 
province of its duties to look into the 
sanitary condition of the school houses. 
Accordingly a committee was appointed, 
with Dr. Wolff as the chairman, to in- 
spect the buildings. The committee 
found, among other things, several base- 
ment rooms, or ‘‘cellars,’’ which were 
being used as schoo] rooms. Tife rooms 
were condemned as unsanilary, with 
poor ventilation and bad lignt. The 
board thereupon agreed to ask the mem- 
bers of the board of educatron to mest 
for a conference. ‘The jnvitation was 
sent out, but nobody from the poard of 
education came to the meeting. Dr. 
Wolff, acting, «as he claimed, unger ai- 
rection of the board of health, sent a 
letter to the president of the poard of 
education, in which he used janguage 
that was objectionable to the president 
of the board of education. ‘These words, 
Mr. Rosser thought, might be construed 
as offensive, in that they were some- 
what mandatory in their naiure, and 
Mr. Rosser believed the communication 
meant that the board of health was go- 
ing to rake the board of education over 
the coals for not coming out to a meet- 
ing when told to do so. 

When the board of heu'th met yester- 
day afternoon the followtng mempers of 
the board of- education were present: 

L. Z. Rosser, S. N. Evins, BE. P. Burns, 
T. D. Meador, Courtland S. Winn, Su- 
perintendent Slaton and Assistant Su- 
perintendent Landrum. 

Mr. Rosser announced the presence of 
his board, and went on to state that 
he and his board had taken excep- 
tions at the manner in which they had 
been asked to attend a conference 
labout the sanitary condition of the 
school houses. He said he knew the 
powers of both boards, and he did not 
eoncede any right of the board of 
health to dictate to the school board 
abut the schools. He read the letters 
he had received from Dr. Wolff, and 
went on to comment upon “how dis- 
courteous he thought the writer had 
been.”

Senor Quesada (Cuba), in the name 
of the Cuban delegation, declared that, 
as the constitution of Cuba enumer- 
ates among the powers of congress 
that of declaring war, the Cuban dele- 
gation could not subscribe to any in- 
strument not reserving to their con- 
gress the right to determine the form 
and conditions of a declaration of war. 

Colonel ‘Tinge (China) expressed the | 
wish that it be determined what con- | 
stitutes war, as several European 
countries invaded and fought China 
without admitting that they were en- 
gaged in war. 

The amendment introduced by the 
Netherlands proposing twenty-four | 
hours’ delay after a declaration of war 
before the outbreak of hostilities was 
rejected by !16 to 14 votes. There were , 
five abstentions from voting. 

The first article of the French pro- 
posal, that a declaration of war should 
precede the opening of hostilities, was 
then approved by 3! to 2 votes. Two | 
delegates abstained from voting. 

The second article, regarding giving 
notice to neutral powers of an out- 
break of war; also was approved, and 
a special commission was appointed to 
draw up a definite proposition on the 
subject to be submitted to the con- 
ference.

Tribune from Washington says that an 
entirely new and extremely radical 
proposition for control of the railroads 
has been advanced for the considera- 
tion of President Roosevelt. It in- 
volves partial government ownership 
of transportation lines by actual pur- 
Chase of stock. 

The suggestion has been made in a 
way, but whether Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would adopt the scheme 
which is so nearly socialistic in its 
development may well be doubted. 
has been stated, however, that he is 
actually considering such a recom- 
mendation, and that it is part of the 
proposition to bring the railroads to 
time by securing receivers for them. 

The two schemes fit into each other 
perfectly. It would be practically im- 


possible for the government to secure | 


the appointment of receivers or to con- 
trol in any way receivers after they 
were appointed, unless it had a mone- 
tary interest in the railroad. If it 
owned stock, no matter how small an 
amount, it would have a standing in 
court, the same as the largest creditor 
of the road. 

The idea of purchasing stock !s a 
practical one, but it is undeniably 
government ownership on a small scale, 
and inevitably would result in actual 
ownership in the long run. The theory 
of those who have advanced this 
scheme for the considemation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is that by a compara- 
tively small investment in the stock 
there might be a small measure of 
government ownership, but without 
any government control, so far as the 
running of the road is concerned.

The state of Georgia, in its admira- 
ble effort to contribute to the comfort 
and security of her surviving confed- 
erate veterans and to make peaceful 
the declining years of her defenders, 
should not neglect nor ignore the 
claims of those who have passed 
away and whose ashes’ rest in her 
valleys and on her hillsides. 

Those who fought through the war 
of the sixties and are still left to us 
gave unquestioned proof of their loy- 
alty and devotion to principle and to 
home. But those who fought and died 
made the supreme sacrifice: They 
geve to the defense of their state all 
they Had to give. 

The Lades’ Memorial Association of 
Marietta has appealed to the state of 
Georgia for aid in taking care of -~he 
graves of 3,000 confederate dead who 
sleep in the Confederate cemetery 


near that town. Georgia authorized | 


the removal of the ashes of many of 
these heroes from distant battle fields 
in order that they might rest in Geor- 
gia soil. For forty years the state has 
moved along the busy pathway of 
progress without once stopping to lay 
officially a wreath upon their last rest- 
ing place. 

In urging support of the bill author- 
izing state aid in taking care of these 
graves, the Ladies’ Memorial Associa- 
tion makes this statement of their ef- 
forts: 

For years ous association has stood 
guard over the 3,000 forgotten graves 
and prevented, as far as possible, the 
cruel encroachments of time and decay. 
But with our best efforts our cemetery 
eannot appeoach in beauty the hand- 
some federal cemetery just across th: 
town, where neither money nor sk'lj 
have been spared in caring for the graVer 
of the 10,368 union soldiers buried 
there.”’ ; 

The association urges an appropri- 
ation by the state “commensurate 
with the duty which the state owes 
these confederate soldiers.””

QUESTION OF DOCKING SHIPS. 


Where Will Uncle Sam Send Battle- 
ships Before Going to Pacificf 
Washington, July !2.—Now that the 
visit of the battleships of the Atlantic 
fleet to the Pacific coast is officially 
admitted, the gossip of the navy de- 
partment touches upon the docking 
facilities available for the accommoda- 
tion of those vessels. It is generally 
expected that, after their long trip 
around Cape Horn, some of the vessels 
at least will require a thorough over- 
hauling, and the question naturally 
arises where this will be done, in view 
of the fact that the navy has but one 
dock on the Pacific coast, that at 
Puget sound, which is capable of re- 
ceiving the large battleships of the 
modern navy. There is a dock at Mare 
island, but this is too small for the 
accommodation of any of the big bat- 
tleships. The government has another 
dry dock under construction at Mare 
island, which, when completed, will be 
capable of receiving the largest ves- 
sels now in service or contracted for. 
But there is considerable difference 
of opinion among the officials on duty 
at the navy department as to whether, 
after all, this dock will be available 
for use in view of the limited depth 
of water across the bar over which 
the vessels have to go before reaching 

the navy yard. 

The new dry dock at Mare island has 
been under construction for almost six 
years. Official reports show that it 
will be almost a year and a half be- 
fore it is ready. The contract called 
for its completion November 20, next. 
The government declared the former 
contract forfeited because of the slow 
progress, and a new contract was 
necessary, under which the work is 
now going on. 

Naval officers, however, are not giv- 
ing the question of docking facilities 
on the Pacific coast any serious con- 
cern, for there are two large docks 
at Hunters Point, near San Francisco, 
belonging to private parties, which the 
navy may se just as any private ship 
owner by paying the usual docking 
charges. One of these docks is very 
large, and will accommodate any Amer- 
ican vessel afloat.

Philippines. 


Washington, July 12.—An agreement 
has been reached between Secretary 
of War Taft and the representatives 
of the Catholic church in the Philip- 
pine islands regarding a number of 
important matters of controversy 
which obviate the necessity of pro- 
longing threatening vexatious libella- 
tions. Regarding the landed proper- 
ties, the agreement provides that the 
Roman Catholic church, through the 
archbishop of Manila, shall possess the 
absolute title to the land and prop- 
erty appertaining to the hospital of 
San Jose, the hospital of San Juan de 
Los, the college of San Jose, the col- 
lege of Santa Isabella. These proper- 
ties are valued at $2,066,000. The 
church relinquishes to the government 
of the Philippines all claims and de- 
mands on the estate of Santa Poten- 
clana and on the hospital and founda- 
tion of Santa Lazaro, except that the 
archbishop is to retain possession of 
the block in which the present Santa 
Cruz cemetery is situated, and of 50 
hectares north of hospital. The Span- 
ish Filipino bank dispute also was 
settled, by which all claims to ex- 
clusive privileges and to note issues 
beyond the amount approved by the 
American government are abandoned; 
but, on the other hand, the bank re- 
ceives the confirmation without ltiga- 
tion and important privileges.

United States Deputy Marshal Frank 
Riley lost a valuable catch in the negro 
who gave his name as Smith Williams 
when the officer rescued him from 
drowning in tie Ocmulgee river Tuesday 
night.

RUMOR ABOUT SOUTHERN

Thought That Southern Is Prepar- 
ing to Practically Rebuild Its 
L™Me From McDonough to 
Columbus So as to Meet 
Central Competition. 


Griffin, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)—Very 
persistent rumors are afloat here that 
the Southern Tailway is to practically 
rebuild its line from Columbus to Mec 
Donough. The rumors have almost been 
verified that the company will make de- 
cided improvements by the heavy distri- 
bution of crossties. 

The manner of distribution indicates 
that more than ordinary repair work is 
to be done. Many ties are being placed— 
more than necessary for repair work— 
and people well advised in railway con- 
Struction say that also heavier rails 
will result. 

The new line of the Central of Geor- 
Sila railway, between Atlanta and Co- 
lumbus, is now fn operation, and it has 
been presumed al] along that the com- 
pletion of this line would cause a radi- 
cal improvement of the Southern, known 
as the Georgia Midland divis.on, 

The proposed improvements would 
greatly increase the income of this di- 
vision of the Southern, which has never 
been able to provide first-class service 
for its patrons. 

The Georgia Midland division trav- 
erses some excellent territory, and with 
good equipment would doubtless obtain 
its share of business. 

Nothing definite is known at present 
of the plans of the company, but it is 
thought by many that the work of re- 
building will ocmmence at an early date. 
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Hon. Henry Horne, of Macon, one or 
the leading and successful real estate 
dealers of that city, as well ‘as one of 
its most prominent citizens, an ex-mayor 
of the town, was among the arrivals at 
the ‘Piedmont yesterday. Mr. Horne was 
One of the Central City’s delegation 
which came up to go ‘before the legis- 
lature on the prohibition bill, and ‘this 
talk before that body was one of the 
most logical presented. Mr. Horne made 
no ‘effort at oratory. He presented, 
calmly and cooly, figures and statistics, 
and created a most favorable impression 
upon those who heard him.

The fact that this 
property must be surrenderee soon, it is 
said, is partly responsible for tne sentt- 
ment in Texas in favor of placing quar- 
matters under control of federal 
authority.
